It is an old proverb, but 
aevatthekas a true oae, that "Blth 
breeds disease." There has been a 
great deal of speculation aa to the 
cause of tbe present epidemic of fe- 
ver. It is the contention of many 
that it was brought about by drinking 
tlie water supplied at the fair grounds 
during the fair. Tlie Democrat has 
interviewed several of the physicians 
in regard to tiic mutter, and while 
they would not state positively that 
the vrater was responsible for the 
eaonaona aaMNiBt of akskness. yet tbey 
saythatit la ptohahle that It had 
much to do with it. The water was 
procured from old Gore Spring which 
is in clo.se touch with the town creek. 
It is said that the water from the 
creek had overflowed and that in.stead 
of getting the water from the spring 
it was really the creek water. While 
there are perhaps some few persons 
with the fever who did not attend the 
fair and drink tbe water, the majority 
of them did. Meieerooanty, however, 
is only one among the many places 
throughout the country which ia Just 
now in the grass of this disease. 

From almost every section of the uni 
verse come reports of the presence of 
fever in more or less violent form. A 
traveling man in the city yesterday 
said tliat almost every town and city 
in his territory had its quota of pa- 
tients, and in some places business was 
almost paralysed.
